LUCK AND BUSINESS. 


ABILITY FOUNDATION OF 
; SUCCESS. 


MR. CHARLES M. SCHWAB. 


Mr. Charles Schwab, Chairman 
of the Bethlchem Steel Corporation 
‘considers that although. ability is 
the foundation of succeas {in busi- 
eas luck plays 4 Jarger part than 
‘is generally realised. 

The unexpectedly high, profits: of 
General Motors resulting from an 
oversight on the part ofthe’ Ford 
Company is cited as‘an Instance, 
and the recent wild outburst of 
public speculation in stocks 
throtighout the United States’ is 
traced back to this incident. 

Among other factors that have 
led to stock speculation’ are - the 
country’s enormous gold holdings, 
which have added to the wealth 
and earning power of the average 
citizen. 

Returning from his seventieth 
trans-Atlantic trip .Mr. Chas. 
M. Schwab, Chairman of Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, was in a 
philoaophic frame of mind. He 
expressed the bellef that ability is 
the basic foundation for success, 
but added that, from his business 
experience and observation, luck 
was a'more important. factor than 
was generally realised. 

He believed firmly, he sald, that 
every man should fill his daily job 
‘with ‘the best that was in ‘him 
while awaiting the spell of good 
luck that has carried many a man 
to the top over the heads of others 
more able but: less lucky. re 

Here is a story for those who, 
unlike Mr. Schwab, do not attach 
importance to luck as a factor in 
success, 

General ‘Motors turned, out 116,- 
000 Chevrolets last May, which was 
an high record for that company, 
but: was far behind the monthly. 
Ford record established in.’ the 
spring of three years ago. 

With Ford out of the way -last 
May Generel Motors had a clear 
field, Nevertheless, in getting out 
a new model and otherwise pre- 
paring for—a possible Ford come- 
back, General Motors slowed down |. 
Chevrolet production to $3,000 for. 
December. : 


New Model. 


Then. came Ford’s new model, 
which, accompanied by unpre-, 


| cedented, advertising, went over the 


top with flying colours. General 
Motors’ officials were badly fright- 
ened. and called in those from 
whom materials and accessories 
had been purchosed .and ‘asked for 
a substantial reduction in selling 


price in order td meet. Ford com- |. 


petition. 

In this and other ways ‘General 
Motors stripped’ to the waist, pre- 
paring for the expected’ Ford 
fight. In the meantime, contrary 
‘to‘the countrywide year-end op- 
timistic predictions 
tinuation of prosperity, general 
trade early in 1928 began to slow 
down, with many 1927 annual, re- 


ports coming to hand being sur-, 


prisingly  disappolnting.. Then 
came widespread talk of iunemploy- 
ment, 

The net result wos a n break of $18 
per share in the average price of 
50 representative stocks, fri which 
General Motors was included.

If 
he rejects the demands 
the immediate result—others of 
more consequence would arise— 
will be the ‘complete frustration 
of his avowed object, the taking 
of the capital and the attempted 
unification .of China by force of 
arms, In brief, he has to do what 
Japan dictates or abandon his 
ambition.
